Claims of the Greeks and of the Porte= 
The Isinnd Always 2 Storm Center=Why 
the so-Called Organic Statute | 
The Armies, the Commanders and the } 
Seatof War. 

The immediate cause of the war be- | 
tween Greece and Turkey, according to 
' the claims of‘the porte, is due to the 
action of the Greek irregulars in pene- | 
trating Macedonia and attacking various | 
minor Turkish posts, responsibility fe | 
which the Greek governmentavows. The! 
latter, on the other hand, lays the onus} 
on the Turks, who advanced into Thess- | 
aly. This resulted in a sharp conflict be- , 
) tween bodies of the regular troops at the 

town of Nezeros, which lies senzriediinbell| 
under the shadow of Mount Olympus, | 
the fabled home of the greater gcds of 
the ancient Greeks. 

‘The Greeks, who must be considered

claimed martial law. The compact of 
1878 was practically abrogated, and for 
the next five years Crete was ruled au- 
tocratically by a succession of Mussul- 
man governors. 

The attention of the powers was at- | 
tracted tu the unhappy state of the island, 
and toward the end of 1894 the porte was 
induced to select a Christian named | 
Alexander Karatheodory Pasha as gov- 
ernor. He seemed to be acceptable to both 
Christiaus and Mussulmans. The assem- | 
bly met again for the first time since 
1889 and passed some good laws. But, 
these were vetoed by the porte, and 
trouble again began. Finally in March 
of last year ine Christian governor was 
recalled, and Turkhan Pasha, Mussul- 
man, was appointed in his stead. The 
change seemed to dissatisfy everybody, | 
Mussulman as well as Christian. The | 
number of murders on both sides in- 
creased. Turkhan showed considerable | 
energy in punishing the guilty and in 
upholding the law, but the revolt contin- 
ued, and disturbances were rife all last | 
summer. Greece sent considerable aid to | 
the Christian Cretans, and this led | 
Russia and Germany to propose blockad- 
ing the island, but Great Britain refused | 
to sanction such a scheme, and the pro- 
ject was therefore abandoned. 

A plan of reforms was agreed upon by | 
the powers last September and accepted 


by the sultan. There was to be a Chris- | 
tian governor, who would appoint the | 
subordinate officials, two-thirds of them | 
Christian and one-third Mussulman, and 
other reforms were agreed upon which 
promised to be advantageous to the 
Christian Cretans. For one reason oF 
another, however, they were not carried | 
out. Thus the present acute crisis ensued, 
and it derives its importance from the 
intervention of Greece. The annexation 
of Crete to Greece has Deen proclaimed, 
and Greek troops have taken possession | 
of the island, with the exceptionof a few 
ports which are held by the fleets of the 
powers. 

‘Lhe inhabitants of Crete both Chris- 
tian and Mussulmans, seem to approve 
ef the annexation, and there is reason to 
believe that even the porte itself would 
not strenuously object to it. But Russia 
and Germany have done all in their 
power to prevent it. The alttrnative 
offered is a measure of autonomy. At the

to give them an electric bath. They are 
packed in barrels in which fresh water 
is poured, and a current of electricity 1s 
introduced sufficiently strong to destroy 
all animal life. All germs of decay ar 
thus killed, and the eggs are ready for 
packing in sand or sawdust. As all de- 
composition has been destroyed and the 
paint preservative keeps out the poison- 
ous 2ir, the eggs are supposed to keep 
for many months as fresh as when first 
laid. 

At present the methods of preserving 
eggs for market in winter are well un- 
derstood. In the cold storage house they 
are kept at such a low temperature that 
decomposition is very slow. If they 
could be frozen, they would keep longer 
in this way, but the trouble is that the 
eggshells crack when they reach the 
freezing point. It is possible to preserve 
meats and poultry very well by this 
method, because no harm is done in 
freezing them. 

The most acceptable systim of pre- 
serving the eggs for a late murket is te 
pack them away in limed water. Thi- 
method is employed more extensively in 
Europe than this country, and vast quan 
tities of Italian and Danish eggs ar 
shipped to the English markets in win- 
ter in this condition.

President McKinley's Inauguration as Im- 
acined by « French Journalist. 


THE ORCC RIDER 


The Figaro of Paris two days after; CHRISTIANITY OWES MUCH TO 


President McKinley's inauguration pre- 
sented to its readers a vivacious account 
of the ceremonies of the day drawn from 
4 Purisian imagination, which conveys 
some striking and entertaining facts that 
have undoubtedly escaped the closest at- 
tention of Americans, even those who 
were present. Nothing is more curious 
than this ceremony, observes the French | 
journal, to whicn an altogether indi- 
vidual character is lent by the tempera- | 
ment of the American people. The hero, 
of the day, Mr. McKinley, has been for! 
« week installed with his family modest- | 
ly in a little villa far from the noise and 
the crowd. Surrounded by his family, he} 
has staid till midnight of March 3 in} 
his office, and his secretaries, who have | 
been warding off office seekers in the, 
next room, declare that they heard cham- | 
pagne corks popping above the joyous, 
bursts of laughter that kept up all the; 
evening! 

On ‘Tuesday, when noon struck, the 
president elect, without uniform or pomp } 
of any kind, clad in an overcoat and 4! 
high hat, went on foot to the capitol to 
take the oath and to come into contact 
with the people. There is nothing more 
primitive or more grandiose than this 
procession, which characterizes the 
American democracy in such an impres- 
sive way. The only official element in it 
is « detschment of soldiers and marines, 
who march at its head, but surrounding, 
preceding and following Mr. McKinley 
there is « vast mass of humanity which 
stretches as far as the eye can reach. The 
‘‘marshal,’’ or chief of police, keeps it 
at a proper distance by a sign. 

When he reaches the threshold of the 
palace,the president uncovers and walks in 
alone. Having taken the oath and deliv- 
ered his speech and reviewed the garrison 
of Washington, he returns to the. White 
House. all the time afoot and continually 
hemmed in by thousands of people sing- 
ing ‘‘ Yankee Doodle’ or ‘‘Star Spangled 
Banner.’

HIS ZEAL AND ENDURANCE. 


His Life During the Early Days of Method- 

ism in Cans! Was Often One of Great 
Hardship—The Story of One Now Enjoy- 
ing « Ripe Old A -e. 


From the Simcoe Reformer. 


In the early days of Methodism in Can- 


ada the gospel was spread abroal in the 


land by the active exertions of the circuit 
rider. It required a man of no ordinary 
health and strength; an iron constitue 
tion and unflagging determination to ful- 
fil the arduous duties incumbent on one 
who undertook to preach salvation to his 
fellowmen. It was no easy task that 
these men set themselves to, but they 
were strong in the faith and hope of ul- 
timate reward. Many fell by the waysida, 
while others struggled on and prospered, 
and a« few are to-day enjoying a ripe old 
age, happy in the knowledze that @ last- 
ing reward will soon be theirs. Most of 
these old timers are not now engage t in 
active church work, but have been 
placed on the superannuated list, and are 
now living a quiet life in town orona 
farm, free from the cares of the world, 
they await the call to come up higher. 
Rev. David Williams, who lives two 
miles southwest of Nixon, Ont., in the 
township of Windham, Norfolk County, 
was one of these early days circuit riders. 
He was a man of vigorous health and al- 
though without many advantages in the 
way of early education he suceee ou by 
dint of hard and constant study in being 
admitted to the ministry. He was the 
first born in the first house built jn Glen 
Williams, near Georgetown, Mr. Geo. 
Kennedy, the founder of Georgetown, 
being a brother of his mother. To-day he 
is 70 years old and for the past 26 years 
has lived in this county. For many years 
he had been a sufferer from kidney and 
kindred diseases. He tried all kinds of 
remedies, and although sometimes tem- 
porarily relieved he gradually grew worse 
until in Oetober, 18v5, he was stricken 
with paralysis. From this he partially ree 
covered and recovered his powers of 
speech, but his mind was badly wrecked 
and his memory was se poor that he 
could not remember the name of the per- 
son to whom he wished to speak without 
thinking intently for several minutes, 
One day driving to church he wished te 
speak of a neighbor who lived next to 
him for twenty years, but he could not 
recall the name for an hour or more. In
